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T \HE principal defign in publifbing . this 
7 Synopsis, 75 0 infiruct beginners in the 
| knowledge of Britifh Plants; e/pecially fuch 
' as are unacquainted with the Latin tongue: 
For tho’ there are several authors, in cur own lan- 
guage, on that fubjett, yet none of them have pur- 
fued any regular method: Some difpofing the plants in 
an alphabetical order; others according to their Jup- 
pofed virtues, or in fuch an unintelligible manner, that a 
learner, having no certain rule to divett him, muft 
undergo a very tedious fearch, before he can pofibly 
Jind out his unknown plant, if he be fo happy as to ° 
meet with it at all: But this difficulty will, ina great 
meafure, be removed, by the regular and familiar me- 
thod which is followed in this Synopfis. And that it 
may be the more eafily underftood, it will be neceffary to 
obferve by what notes, or properties, plants are con- 
tantly known and diftinguifbed, and thereby become re- 
ducible to a certain uniform order. Thefe are, general- 


_ ly, the Flowers, the Fruit, and the Seed: But Mr 


Ray, whofe model is bere copied, takes in any other 
parts that are leaft fubjed? to change or alteration; 
but admits only of fo many as are fufficiently determi- 
nate, which feldom amouni to more than three, and 
all thofe plants that have the fame parts confirutted 
after the like manner, bowever they may differ iz 
other refpecis, are, neverthele/s, difpofed of together 5 
which difpofition is called a Clals, or Tribe. For 
inftance, all plants, having Pentapetalous Flowers, 
fucceeded by two naked feeds, joined clofe together whilft 
green, and feparated when ripe, be their other parts e- 
ver fo diffimilar, are ranged togetber, and conftitute 
one clafs, called Umbelliferous: And all rough leav’d 
plants, that have their leaves placed alternately Her 

tbe: 
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the ftalks, their flowers monopetalous, cut into fivé 
fegments, and fucceeded by four naked feeds, are like- 
wife ranged together, and conftitute another clals, called 
Afperifoliate. In like manner the reft are diftinguifbed x 
fo that in all they make up twenty-two claffes in this 
Synoplis ; and the particular properties, or charac- 
ters, whereby they are feverally known, being prefix d, 
a learner, by moderate application, may, in a fhort 
time, become acquainted with thofe claffes, and be 
able to retain them in his memory, fo as to recolledt 
them upon occafion. Befides the notes or properties 
which afcertain each particular clas, there are others 
to be found in every plant, which denominate the fub- 
altern genera, or kinds. For example, Angelica and 
Cowparfnip are both of the Umbelliferous tribe, each 
having a pentapetalous flower, fucceeded by two na- 
ked feeds; but then there is a remarkable difference 
between the two plants, for the leaves of the former 
are winged, and the leaves of the latter are jagged or 
finuated , which properties diftinguifh thefe two kinds. 
Accordingly all the different genera, or kinds, are digeft- 
ed under their feveral claffes, and properly charaéferifed 
and, after the fame manner, under every genus, all the 
different {pecies are difpofed, with fbort defcriptions to 
diftinguifo them from each other. So that when any un- 
known plant occurs, it may eafily be known for, by exa- 
mining its appearance and properties, it will readily be 
referred to its diftinét cla/s, from whence, by obferving 
ats more particular marks and charaéters, it may be traced 
to its fubaltern genus and {pecies, where it has, firft 
the name given it in Mr Ray’s Synopfis, afterwards 
thofe by Cafpar Bauhine, Gerard, avd Parkinfon; and 
that thefe authors may be readily confulted for further 
information, the pages of each are inferted. And it 
muft be obferved, that in this diftribution of the plants, 
the third edition of Mr Ray’s Synopfis is followed, 
excepting a few fuch tran/pofitions as the properties, 
“pon examination, plainly direcied 5 the mot material

portunity to obferve myfelf, which are diftinguifbed 
by this mark +: The officinal.and difpenfatory plants 
have an afterifk prefix d, and their virtues are generally 
tranfcribed from Mr Miller’s Botanicum Officinale. 

_ Lhat this Synopsis might be more compleat, 
I have not ferupled to collect the charaéters and defcrip- 
tions from the beft Mopzrn Autuors: And as I 


|. have had frequent opportunities of examining moft of 


the plants my Jfelf, I have corrected fome errors, and 
fupplied many defects in thofe authors. The reader will 
‘obferve that I have entirely omitted the Fungi, Mof- 
fes, Grafles, and Trees; which was to avoid raifing 
the price of this volume too high, by enlarging the bulk 
of it too much: I chofe therefore to makesmy firft 
publick effay with fome diffidence, that in cafe my per- 


formance foould not give the expected fatisfattion,; I 


might, however, attone for my fault, by moderating the 
expence ,; defigning, if this meets with a better fates 
and finds acceptance with the publick, to throw into 
another volume what is now left out of this. —

Apices, Summits, are thofe bodies which hang u- 
pon the chives or threads, which generally furround 
the pointals of flowers, and contain the prolifick 
powder analogous to the male {perm in animals.

Arbor, a Tree, is defined to be a wobay plant of 
the largeft growth, whofe trunk is perennial and 
fingle, and divided into féveral large branches ; which 
are again divided into f{maller twigs, on which the 
leaves, flowers, and fruits are produced. 

Arifta, is that fharp-pointed needle which ftands 
out fromi the hufk or covering of the grain of Corn,

Claviculus, or Capreols, a Tendril, is a part of a 
ftalk curling, and laying hold on any adjacent: ries 
dy, as in the Pea. 

Coma, is the top of a branch or flower. 

‘Conus, a Cone,’ is a dry feed-veffel, confifting of 
feveral lignous parts, adhering clofely together, and 
feparating when ripe. 

Corymbiferous Plants, are fuch as have radiated 
difcous flowers, but no down adhering to their feeds. 

Corymbus, differs from an umbel, in that the rays, 
or pedicles, are difpofed in fuch a manner, as to form 
a fphere, as in the berries of Ivy, &c : 

Cubitus, a Cubit, that is, a foot anda half. 

Cucullate plants, are fuch as have flowers refem-

Diffepimentum, is the thin Septum, which divides 
the feveral cells in the fruit of plants. 

Echinus, thofe plants, or parts of plants, which 
are befet very clofely with {pines, like a hedge-hog, 
are termed Echinated. | 

Emarginatus, thofe leaves of plants which are hol- 
lowed at their extremities, fo as to form a heart, are 
called Emarginated Leaves, | 

Embryo, the tender Foetus of a plant. 

Epiphylofpermous, plants that bear their feeds on, 
the back part of their leaves... Mies S 

Efculent Plants, fuch plants, or the roots of them, 
as may be eaten, as Beets, Carrots, Turneps, Ra- 
difhes, &@c, 

Fimbria, Fringe, thofe parts of plants, or flowers, 
whofe borders end in {mall threads, refembling frin- 
ged linen, are termed fimbriated. 

_ Fiftulous Plants, are fach whofe ftalks are hollow

Flos, a Flower, is the organs of generation of 
both fexes, adhering to a common placenta, toge- 
ther with their common coverings; or of either fex 
{eparately, with its proper coverings, if it have any. 

Flos amentaceus, Amentaceous Flowers ; fuch as 
are termed Katkins, as in the Hafel. | 

Flos apetalus, Flowers without leaves; fuch as 
have no other covering to the parts of generation 
but the empalement. 

Flos companiformis, a Bell-fhaped Flower, confift- 
ing but of one fingle leaf, in its form refembling 
the fhape of a bell: OF this flower there are four

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- fpecies, viz. 1ff, That which is properly fo called, 
the figure of the leaf moft nearly refembling the 
fhape of a béll; 2d, The Cylindrical Bell-thaped 
flower, itsieaf is more contracted, and bears the re-" 
femblance of a narrow oblong tube ;° 34, The wide 
and expanded Bell-flowér, which opens and fpreads 
its leaf in the form of a bafon'; 474, The Globous 
Bell-fhap’d Flower; its mouth is of a much lefs 
circumference than its belly.

Flos flofculofus, a Fiofculous Flower, is that which 
is compofed of feveral florets, included in one com+ 
mon empalement. , | 

Flos infundibuliformis, a Funnel-fhaped Flower. 

#%0s labiatus, a Labiated Flower, an irregular 
monopetalous flower, divided, ufually, into two 
lips; the upper lip is called the creft, and the under 
lip is called the beard ; fometimes the creft is want- 
ing, and the ftyle and chives fupply its place. This is 
called an Unlabiated Flower.

Flos fpicatus, a Spiked Flower, is that whofe 
flowers are fet on the pedicle in fuch a manner as to 
form an acute cone. 

Flos ftamineus, a Stamineous Flower, is compofed 
of many chives included in one empalement, having 
no petals ; of this fort is Biftort, Orache, &c. 

Flos fterilis, Barren Flowers, which have no em- 
bryo adhering to them; fo are called Male Flowers, 
and Falfe Flowers. — 

Flos verticillatus, Whorl-fhap’d Flowers. Thefe 
flowers grow clofely united furrounding the ftalk at 
the feveral joints: Of this fort is Pennyroyal, &c, 

Flos umbellatus, an Umbellated Flower, has the 
extremity of the ftalk or branch divided into feve- 
ral pedicles, or rays, beginning from the fame point, 
and opening in fuch a manner as to form a kind of 
inverted cone. When the pedicles are fubdivided 
into others of the fame form, upon which the flowers 
are difpofed, the firft order is called Rays, the fe- 
cond Pedicles.. That umbel which confifts of pe- 
dicles only, is called a Simple Umbel ; that which 
is compofed both of rays and pedicles, is called a 
Compound Umbel.

Flofculus, a Floret, a little tube expanded at the 
top, ufually into five fegments, and fitting upon 
the embryo. of a fingle feed: From the inner part

Folium trifoliatum, a Trifoliated Leaf, a digita- 
ted leaf, divided into three fingers. Jad. 1. fig. 8. 

Folium trilobatum, a Trilobated Leaf, confifts 
of three obtufe lobes, which are not divided to the 
bottom. Tab 1. fig. 12. © . 

Folium heptafolium, a Heptafoliated Leaf, a digi- 
tated leaf, divided into feven fingers. . 

Folium quinquefoliatum, Quinquefoliated Leaf, a 
digitated leaf, confifting of five fingers. | 

Folium pennatum, a Pennated Leaf, is a compoun 
leaf, divided into feveral parts, each of which is 
called a Lobe, placed along the middle rib, either 
alternately, or by pairs. When the middle rib is 
terminated by an odd lobe, it is called an Unequal 
Pennated Leaf: Tab. 1. fig. 11. And when it is 
not terminated by an-odd lobe, it is termed an Equal 
Pennated Leaf: Tab.

Glans, is that fort of fruit, which is contained 
within a fmooth, but hard bark, having but one 
feed ; its hind part covered with a thin cup, the fore 
part being bare, as Acorns: But it is properly the 
fruit without the cup. 

Gluma, is the Hufk or Chaff of Corn. 

Habitus Planta, is the outward appearance of 
lasing: 

' Herba, an Herb; by herbs are meant all fuch 
plants, whofe ftalks die to the ground every year: 
‘Thole whofe roots do not continue longer than one 
year, are termed Annual Plants ; thofe whofe roots 
continue two years, are termed Biennial Plants ; and 
thofe whofe roots continue many years, are termed 
Perennial Plants. 

Imbricatus ; the leaves or {cales of plants are faid 
to be imbricated, when they are difpofed, fo as to 
lye one on the edge of another, after the manner of 
tyles on a houie.

Monocotyledones, are plants that have but one feed-

Monopyreneus, fach fruit as contains in it one ker- 
nel or feed only. 

Mucro, a fharp-Point; thofe leaves, or fruits of 
plants, which terminate in a fharp point, are term- 
ed Mucronated. . 

Nucleus, a Kernel, is that part of fruit which is 
inclofed in a hard fhell, as the kernel of the Plumb, 
Cherry, &c. 

Officulum, a Shell, is the hard ftony covering of 
a feed. 

Ovary, is the rudiment of fruit, fo properly the 
female organ of generation. 

Pamnicula, a Panicle, is a ftalk diffufed into feve- 
ral pedicles, fuftaining flowers or fruit, as in the 
Oat, &c.

Parafitical Plants, are fach as grow upon the ftocks 
of others, as Miffeltoe, Ivy, Se. 

Pediculus, a Pedicle, is that part of a talk 
which immediately fuftains a leaf, flower, or fruit, 

Petala, Petals, the tender, fine-colour’d leaves, 
which are generally the moft confpicuous parts of a 
flower ; fo thofe flowers, which confiit of one leat, 
are called Monopetalous Flowers; thole of two

Planta, a Plant, is an organical body, deftitute of 
fenfe and fpontaneous motion, adhering to another 
body in fuch a manner, as to draw from it its nou- 
rifhment, and having a power of propagating itfelf 
by feed. Under this general name are included 
Trees, Shrubs, Underfhrubs, and Herbs. : 

Pomum, an Apple, is generally underftood to be . 
any flefhy veffel, containing more feeds than one. 

Prunum, a Plumb, is a flefhy-veffel, inclofing a 
hard brittle fhell, in which is one or two feeds. 

Pulpa, Pulp, is the foft part of fruit which fur- 
rounds the feeds. : 

Racemus, a Clutter, is a ftalk divided or branched 
into feveral pedicles, fuftaining flowers or fruit 
thick fet together, as in the Vine, Currant, &c. The 
firft of thefe conditions diftinguifhes it from a fpike; 
the laft from a panicle. 

Radix, a Root, isthat part of a plant, by which 
it naturally receives its nourifhment. 

Radix fibrofa, a Fibrous‘Root, is that which con- 
fifts only of {mall fibres, as that of Grafs. 

Radix tuberofa, a Tuberous Root, is that which 
confifts of an uniform flefhy fubftance, and is gene- 
rally of a roundifh figure, as the Turnep, &c. 

Radix bulbofa, a Bulbous Root, is that which con- 
fifts of feveral coats, involving one another, or of 

feveral 
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feveral fcales lying one over another. The firft of. 
thefe is called a Tunicated Root: Of this fort are 
the Onion, Tulip, &c. The laft is called a Squa- | 
mous, or Sealy Root: Of this fort are the Lilly, 
Martagon, &c. Tab. 2. fig. 13. | 

Radix tefticulata, a Tefticulated Root, is a double 
tuberous root ; it confifts of two knobs, refembling 
a pair of tefticles: Of this fort are fome of the 
Orchifes.

Ramus, a Branch, is the divifion of a ftalk.

A woman near Salop gathered fome Dogs-mercury, and had 
ving boiled it, fried it with fome bacon for her own and her fa- 
mily’s fupper. After they had been about two hours inbed, one 
of the children fell very fick, and fo did the other two prefently 
after: The man and his wife took them to the fire, where they 
vomited and purged, and, within half an hour, fell faft afleep : 
‘They took them to bed as they were afleep, and went to bed 
themfelves too, and fell fafter afleep than they had ever done 
before. ‘The man waked the next morning about three hours af- 
ter his ufual time, and went to his labour ; and, by the ftrength 
of his conititution, carried it off: But his chin was fo hot all the 
day long, that he was forced to dip it frequently in water.
